The opportun­ 
ity will be an exceptional one for any­ 
one to pick up a prize milker for the 
family, or to stock a local dairy herd. 


The Covina branch of the American 
Bed Cross will servo lunch at the ran­ 
cho grounds at noon, the proceeds to go 
to the Red Cross work in Covina. Ev­ 
eryone attending is asked to~ bear this 
in mind, and be ready to help out this 
worthy cause.

GOVERNOR MAKES STRONG ADDRESS 
-REVIEWS FOOTHILL BATTALION 


William D. Stephens, California's j 
war governor, faced a crowd of over 
3000 people last Friday night at the! 
Covina union high school, when the 
occasion was made memorable by the 
governor's strong speech in support of 
war-work. 
The audience 
arose 
and 
cheered him several times during the 
course of his address. 


The governor laid special stress on 
the war savings and thrift stamp cam­ 
paign, as it was then uppermost in war 
work. That Governor Stephens has de­ 
veloped into a speaker of more than 
usual strength is a fact commented up­ 
on by many, and it is felt that the 
state is to be congratulated that it has 
as a leader a man of power at this 
critical time. 


He spoke with deep feeling of the 
men who have gone forward to the bat­ 
tle for world-democracy from the state 
of California, and paid especial tribute 
to those young men who have gone 
from the Covina valley, and who are in 
cantonments and on the French front. 
He spoke of California as a state of 
the first rank—that it had exceeded 
its-quota in men and money, and had 
gone far over the top in all war activi­ 
ties. 


" I am informed that Covina city 
and valley not only goes over the top 
in every war activity, but that you 
fairly eat up tops," the governor said. 
And he immediately included the other 
cities and towns of tho San Gabriel 
valley, saying that every town has dis­ 
tinguished itself in these drives, and 
would continue to do so. 


The governor said that he did not 
wish to leave any depressing thoughts 
with his audience, but stated that we 
must not be looking every hour and 
ovary day,for the close of \ the. war. 


complete success. Tho meeting was pre­ 
sided ovor by H. A. Miller of the Co­ 
vina chamber of commerce, who hand­ 
led the program in a very acceptable 
manner. A speaker who came as a sur­ 
prise was Judge Half of Kansas City, 
one of the strong patriots of that great 
city. He was here as a guest of his 
friend 
and former 
fellow-townsman, 
J. D. Seitz of South Lark Ellen street. 
Judge. Half aroused the audience with 
graphic word-pictures of the situation 
throughout tho middle-west and east, 
where the business of the country is 
war, and being carried on with a rap­ 
idity and efficiency that is amazing. 
Ho said that while tho middle-west is 
fully keeping up its end with the far- 
eastern United States, it is also true 
that the Pacific coast is not behind 
either of them. He had heard, he said, 
that some apathy existed in the Pacific 
coast, but he waB able to entirely re­ 
fute this statement. There is but one 
major duty for Christian nations to­ 
day, and that is to beat Germany to 
her knees, and take her 
throttling 
clutch from little nations.

1 war. Since taking the position of 
governor of the state he had still been 
at all times in possession "of facts that 
would tend to show that the war will; 
be a long one. He spoke of tho tromen- 
dous cost—not in money, for money 
was n6thing, he said—but in human 
lives that must be sacrificed in order 
that this world shall be made safe for 
women and childvon. The govornor told 
with great feeling of the atrocities that 
the Germans have committed and arc 
still committing in France, Belgium, 
Serbia, Roumania, Armenia, and tho 
stricken and overrun nations in Europe. 
Governor Stephens said that with all 
solemnity, and without hysteria, we 
must make up our minds that the allied 
armies and the men of 
the 
United 
States must go to Berlin and dictato 
peace from that city before this war 
can end. 


There must not be any whisperings 
of a premature peaco, the governor 
said. 
Already, there were signs of 
weakening in parts of the Teutonic 
nations, and it might be expected at 
any time that some offer of peace terms 
will come from the kaiser. Govornor 
Stephens said thai to makot peace any­ 
where excepting with victorious armios 
would bo the most horrible mistake 
that Christian mankind could commit. 
Such a peace would be the death-trap 
of little nations, and would make it 
possible for tho German nations to re­ 
cuperate and strike again. 
We are 
pouring thousands of 
tonB of guns, 
munitions and provisions into Franco, 
the governor said. We are sending ovor 
men at the rate of thousands each 
week. We have a million men in France 
already. When we have rolled up an 
army that will make tho allies sure of 
their power, the drive to Berlin will bo- 
gin. Tho kaiser knows this, said Gov­ 
ernor Stephens, and that is why wo 
must avoid the patched-up peace.

Democracy of Christ 
Subject of Speaker 


"Christ and Democracy" was the 
title of the splendid address delivered 
last Sunday evening at the union meet­ 
ing of churches by J. Stitt Wilson, one 
of the best-known orators in the state, 
now engaged almost wholly in making 
•war speeches. 


The meeting was held at the Covina 
union high school grounds, where the 
people joined in community singing. It 
•was an inspiring sound to hear over 
twelve hundred voices singing the na­ 
tional hymns of patriotism, and is a 
feature that it is hoped will bc^ repeat­ 
ed here on many occasions. 


The meeting became intensely en­ 
thusiastic early in the speech of Mr. 
Wilson. He is an oratOT of, fine ability, 
playing upon the patriotic feelings of 
the crowd with.' well chosen sentiments 
delivered with, the strength and Are of 
a real oratory Mr. Wilson wafc one trine 
elected on the Socialist ticket as mayor 
of Berkeley. Of late years he has been 
devoting his time when speaking in 
publie to the great subjects that under­ 
lie the war in Europe He believes that 
the teachings of Christ are now on 
trial—that Christ was the greatest ad­ 
vocate of world-democracy the world 
has ever known, and that the utter­ 
ances of President Wilson as spokes­ 
man for the United States and to a 
large extent for the allies, arc based 
primarily on the words that were ut­ 
tered in the Sermon on the Mount. 
Ministers of all creeds say that J. 
Stitt 
Wilson 
has 
been 
spiritualized, 
while 
ho maintains 
that 
the 
whole 
world represented by the allied na­ 
tions is engaged in a tremendous spir­ 
itual war—that Belgium is symbolic of 
the need for a Christlike religion of 
mercy, as is Roumania, Serbia', Poland, 
and the little nations that have been 
temporarily snuffed out by the iron 
war-lord of Berlin. 


America'8 pre-eminently high stand 
for mercy and for justice, as reiterated 
on many occasions by the great war 
president, are emphasized by this Cali­ 
fornia speaker. His trend of thought 
brings us back to the teachings of 
Christ as inevitably as is the funda­ 
mental statement that the allies arc 
not fighting a material war, but are 
fighting a battle for the teachings of 
Christ. That President Wilson has clar­ 
ified this situation is an assured fact. 
That the kaiser, in linking himself in­ 
variably with "the good old German 
God" is purposely and intentionally 
ignoring the teachings of Christ, as be­ 
ing too soft and too humane for his 
purposes, is also a fact brought out by 
the speaker. The democracy of Christ 
is to be the salvation of the world— 
the salvation of Germany as well as 
of all nations, little and large.

COMMON SENSE AND PATRIOTISM 


COMBINED IN DEANS ADDRESS 


The idea that 
the two-bit 
thrift 
stamp contribution to war activity i» 
"small potatoes", and not worthy of 
the consideration of men of business 
and big affairs, was shattered with ver­ 
bal shrapnel on Wednesday night at the 
enthusiastic meeting held in front of 
the Covina Union High School, when 
Dean MacCormack of the Pro-Cathe­ 
dral in Los Angeles explained graphi­ 
cally the power of those little stamps 
when subscribed for by America's hun­ 
dred million people. 


If the drive is successful, be said, 
there will be two billions Of dollars 
available to the government, 
with 
which to buy and equip ships that will 
carry the men and provisions and muni­ 
tions to France. Food will win the war, 
he said, and gun and amunition will 
•win the war, but the thrift stamp and 
the war savings certificate will pay for 
the food and the munitions. 


"Some people might possibly pre­ 
fer to pay for this war by direct tax­ 
ation," said the speaker. 
"The tax 
receipt in your pocket testifies that the 
good citizen has helped in the war ac­ 
tivity, and the government would not 
especially care whether the money was 
Taised by tax or by issuance of bonds. 
But my personal preference when given 
a choice is to own certificates that pay 
interest and are redeemable for their 
face value or'better, rather than to 
pay money in taxes, that when the re­ 
ceipt is issued is the end of the trans­ 
action. If the government should ask 
me to give every cent outright, I would 
do it. ; For i t is our business to whip 
the Hun. I am willing sny time to give 
everything that I have that is not need­ 
ed for'..actual living expenses, and I 
would not complain if I got nothing in 
return except the safety of my country 
in future years. This would be a large 
enough return. But the government is 
not asking us to do this. We are being 
paid interest on money loaned to the 
government, the safest security to be 
found in this war-ridden world today.'' 


The speaker" said that if the kaiser 
should send his chancellor to Los An­ 
geles, following a victory by German 
arms, the representative of the German 
government would not plead with the 
people to loan money to the kaiser. 
He would demand the money, and it 
would have to be paid as an indem­ 
nity. " 


"For my part, I don't intend to 
have any money ready for any such 
possible or imagined 
contingency," 
said the speaker. "Uncle Sam is going 
to get all that I can giye or'loan, and 
I have no doubt but that the American 
people will go to the limit in this war 
stamp drive, as they have in every 
other war activity." 


Dean MacCormack ,'s speech, lasting 
a half hour, was crowded with patriot­ 
ism and with optimism. The meeting 
was participated in by the ministers of 
the city, and was preceded by a prayer 
and song service led by Rev. J. W. Ut­ 
ter, assisted by Rev. A. Watson Brown, 
Rev. C. A. Foreman, and Rev. F. B. 
Cowgill. 


The patriotic service was led by Rev. 
C. T. Murphy. Several patriotic songs, 
including the national anthems, were 
sung by the audience, led by the Co­ 
vina Lyric Club. The French national 
anthem was sung by Mrs. Henry L. 
Marshall, who also sang the popular 
song, "Oyer There," assisted by the 
Lyric Club and audience. Mrs. C. A. 
Foreman sang ' ' God Be With Our Boys 
Tonight." 
The club sang "Keep the 
Home-Fires Burning," with the audi­ 
ence joining in on the chorus. 
. 


Rev. Murphy, who is' chairtnaij.of the 
local war savings and. thrift stamp 
drive, announced that the community 
was within $8000 of reaching the al­ 
lotment of $48,000, and that there were 
still over 1000 names to be secured to 
the pledges, in order to bring the num­ 
ber up to the required amount of 2400. 
This pledge is one asked for by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, which binds the individual 
to a policy of thrift during the war.
